DESCRIPTION OF THE “ EXPORT ” QUALITY. 

GEARS .—Best selected, thoroughly-seasoned hickory ; hand-cut scrolls; 
Norway iron forged fifth wheels, with rear kingbolt; double-collar, fan- 
tail, steel axles ; compressed narrow band hub or Sarven patent wheels 
of excellent quality screwed rims and bolted between each spoke. 

BODIES .—Best kiln-dried ash and poplar, carefully joined and thoroughly 
screwed and plugged ; comers mitered and secured by comer irons. 

PAINTING. —Unless otherwise ordered, is black body, gears dark 
(“ Brewster M ) green with glazed carmine stripe. Recognizing that this 
department plays an important part in the sale and appearance of the 
vehicle, we take special pains to have the painting thoroughly well done, 
with materials of the best quality. Gears, as well as the bodies, are 
thoroughly rubbed with pumice. 

TRIMMING. —Is of fine material and elegantly done. The top has leather 
roof, stays and back curtains, rubber side curtains, lined. Cushions and 
backs may be fine trimming leather or heavy broadcloth ; heavy rubber 
boot, carpet, toe carpet, and storm apron.
